the fate of otliors. 

j Many In the world nevertheless conduct 
ithemsclves as If theh- own aspirations were 
the only ones that counted, as K the battle 
of their limited front were the whole war 
for mankind's betterment. 
It Is understandable that their own con- 
ijierna should be uppermost in their minds, 
JBtill, ail but the most tragically untutored 
Vshould find It possible to grasp— sooner or
